Later 
it became known that the Cobra had 
en board 42 naval men and about 35 
men in the employ of the contract- 
ors, the Armstrongs of Newcastle 
So far as known only the 12 men 
referred to have been saved, and it is 
still believed they are the only sur- 
vivors 
Five boats were launched 


after the Cobra struck, but some of 
them were swarnpcd in the heavy sea

The first intimation of the disaster 


was the arrival of a fishing boat with 
sit bodies which she had piokeu up 
in the vicinity of the spot where the 
Cobra was last seen. According to

The hymn, "Nearer, My God, to 


Thee," was a record of her own reli- 
gious experience, and was written as 
a memorial of answered prayer, prob- 
ably without any expectation that it 
would be of public service. It was 
furnished 
with 13 other hymns to 


Charles Fox's "Collection of Hymns 
and Anthems," published in London in 
1841. 


Fanre and Gingerbread Portraits. 
Apropos of the observations on men 


and things made by the late president 
of the French republic to the "chiel" 
who took notes, which are now being 
published, a good story is told by a 
writer who had it direct from the hero 
of this comical adventure. It was the 
custom for M. Felix Faure to invite 
the officer of the Blysee guard to de- 
jeuner, and this particular gentleman 
felt very nervous wjaen be took his seat 
at table. "During the first part of the 
meal," as he related, "everything went 
well. No one spoke to me, and I did 
not say anything. I was not even lis- 
tening to the conversation, when sud- 
denly M. Felix Faure, addressing me 
by my military title, asked me point 
blank, 'Am I popular?'" This was a 
very embarrassing question for the 
shy officer, who had never given the 
matter a thought, and he stammered 
out, "I do not think so, M. le Presi- 
dente," feeling ready to sink into the 
earth as soon as the words were out 
of his mouth. "Why do you not think 
so? Explain yourself," the president 
went on to inquire" in a condescending 
way. " 'Mon Dieu,' I said, 'my father 
told me one day that he only realized 
M. Tniers' popularity when he saw his 
portrait in gingerbread in all the 
booths at the fair on the Place du 
Trone. I have not yet noticed your 
portrait in this guise, M. le Presidente.' 
Then M. Felix Faure exclaimed very 
gravely: 'That's true. I thank you. I 
had not yet thought of that.' The gin- 
gerbread portraits were a revelation to 
him."
